SHIFTS 


TAXES 


The press and the people of this 
state have made an earnest fight to 
lower taration and to hold down the 
ever-increasing burdens of our state 
government. 

Some members would do away with 
the two-session legislature, and some 
would hold four sessions in two 
years, and others want a smaller body 
but to be continually in session. 

Others would limit each member to 
the introduction of live measures of 
his own get-up, not counting appro¬ 
priation bills, and a great many peo¬ 
ple would be glad if it did not meet 
over once in live years. 

Tiie recommendations of the budg< t 
committee are $8,429,836 more tiUn 
two years ago, or a flat increase of 
17% per cent, showing taxeaters’ de¬ 
mands increase faster than popula¬ 
tion. 

This would raise per capita taxation 
from $12.17 to $14.30, or seventy-one 
dollars and fifty cents for the average 
family of live. Of course, reformers 
say most of it is paid by corporations. 

The state board of control lias been 
generous with all sections of the 
state and given itself a slice of pork, 
increasing its own appropriation $62,- 
b30, making a total of $228,450 for its \ 
services. 


In many ways public ownership ex¬ 
pands public payrolls and shifts taxes 
upon the already overtaxed property 
owner. 

Municipal ownership escapes taxa¬ 
tion, although every auditor and en¬ 
gineer will tell you that taxes is a 
bona fide taxed charge, as much as j 
interest, against municipal ownership 
for the obvious reason that it dis¬ 
places a taxpayer from the assess¬ 
ment rolls; in other words, that it 
deprives the city and state of taxes 
which a private concern would pay. 

Not only does municipal ownership 
displace and pay no taxes, but it im¬ 
poses additional taxes upon the gen¬ 
eral taxpayer by its evasion of other 
fixed charges. So that there is every I 
reason why it should meet its share ! 
of taxation. And inevitably it will be j 
forced to do so, for eventually the in¬ 
justice and inequality of evasion will | 
dawn upon the taxpayer. 

Here is an editorial from the 
Stockton Independent, which gets l 
pretty close to the root of the matter: 


The dispatches say President 
Wilson asks early passage of work¬ 
able legislation permitting develop¬ 
ment of western waterpowers on 
pubilc land. 

Theorists and vote-hunting poli¬ 
ticians have held up such legislation 
lor years n the false cry of “conserva¬ 
tion.” 

It is rank waste to allow a stream 
tc run unused to the ocean and call 
it “conservation” of resources. 

Just legislation has long been be¬ 
fore congress, properly safeguarding 
the public’s right in these water- 
powers and preventing monopoly in 
any one hand. 

The time is here to do something 
definite. 

If steps are not taken to make it 
possible for private capital to develop 
our own waterpowers, we will see 
our money pouring in a golden stream 
into development of similar under¬ 
takings in foreign countries. 

Our shipping industry is in the 
same situation. Our own laws offer 
no inducement to American capital to 
develop oversea shipping. Unless this 
is changed, the American flag will be 
a minus quantity on the seas after 
the war is over. 

Our law-makers should take ad¬ 
vantage of present opportunities at 
once and pass legislation to encour¬ 
age these great industries.

THE GRAND JURY REFORT. 


The grand jury has finished its 
work and made its report. Upon the 
whole, the late grand jury has, as i 
grand juries go, done its work thor¬ 
oughly and made some very good sug¬ 
gestions and recommendations. 

The recommendation of the grand 
ju|y regarding public roads should 
bqaenacted into law. The public roads 
hafe always been the perquisites of 
local politicians.

The jury would have all work on 
public roads taken from the control 
of supervisors and placed under the 
county surveyor and engineer. 

The jury also recommends the 
patrol system for the maintenance of 
public roads built by bond issues. This 
would mean.the cutting out of the old 
rotten system of putting on a lot of 
political bums to do 1 road repairing 
on the eve of every local election.

WHAT IS YOUR INTENTION? 


Are you a land owner? If so, what 
Is your intention witli regard to the 
land that you own? Do you propose 
to regard it merely as a business in¬ 
vestment, and to extract from it every 
possible dollar of profit? 

We have known farmers whose 
treatment of their land was calculated 
to leave the impression that they 
were the ones for whom it was 
originally created, and that when they 
should cease to need it no other use 
would ever be made of it. . 

On the other hand there are men— 
and many of them—who, while striv¬ 
ing to make their land as productive 
as possible, have yet an eye to the 
future owners. 

Every farmer, when he takes charge 
of a piece of ground, should frame 
tliis simple resolution: 

“1 hereby resolve that, whether my 
occupancy of this land be long or 
short, I will use every means at my 
command to leave it more productive 
than when l found it.” 

If this were the guiding principle of 
every farmer’s life, what a blessed 
and productive country ours would 
become in a few generations of time! 

And why not? 

Every farmer who lias ever worked ! 
with impoverished soil knows how 
discouraging and heart-sickening is 
the struggle. 

And every farmer who has honestly 
endeavored to improve his land to the 
point of real productiveness knows 
how gratifying it is to see his yield 
mount upward from year to year and 
to feel that as the seasons go by he 
is adding substantially to the wealth 
of this country for after all is said, 
land is the great tangible asset of the 
earth. 

The man who causes two blades of 
grass to grow where only one was 
growing is a benefactor of mankind. 

The man who so depletes his soil 
that only one blade will grow r where 
two formerly grew, is a thief. 

Hard words—yes, hard, but true. 
No man lias a right to impoverish the 
soil, even if he does hold a title deed 
to it. At best it is only his for a 
season, when it must pass on to an¬ 
other rightful owner. 

And what about the rights of that 
next owner? And the next, and the 
next? 

When you pursue a policy that im¬ 
poverishes your land it goes to your 
son at your demise poorer than when 
you received it. 

Have you, in that event, been 
honest with your son? He had a right 
to receive from you what you received 
—certainly no less. 

Will the farmers of America rob 
the unborn generations, or will they 
leave for them the legacy of a better 
land than they themselves inherited? 


It is a personal question which 
each individual must answer for him¬ 
self. 


l’ROSUERITY VS. HIGH FRIUES. 


“No such tiling exists in America 
as prosperity for just one class, un¬ 
less it exists for all.” So said a noted 
statesman last fall, and millions of 
Americans believed him, but we differ 
from him.

The millions of salaried men 
ana women and the more modest 
wage-earners are immeasurably 
worse off than they were live years 
ago. Thousands of printers and pub¬ 
lishers are facing actual ruin.

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J. J. HARMAN, A 
NEWSPAPER MAN, 

IS KILLED 


In addition to what was in The 
Enterprise last Saturday, the follow¬ 
ing news in reference to the death of 
a former newspaper man of this 
■county, is published: 

John J. Harrigan, a former well- 
known San Francisco newspaper man 
and for several years the Redwood 
City representative of a San Mateo 
paper, was killed Friday night on the 
county road in front of the Spring 
Valley Water Company’s pumping sta¬ 
tion at Belmont. Just how Harrigan 
,met his death is not known, but it is 
believed that he was struck by an 
automobile while walking along the 
highway. His body was discovered 
lying alongside the road about 7 
o’clock. An autopsy at Snyder’s 
undertaking parlors at San Mateo, 
where the body was taken, showed 
that the man’s ribs had been frac¬ 
tured on the right side, one of the 
ribs puncturing the lung and causing 
death. The owner of the automobile 
that is supposed to have hit Harrigan 
has not yet been located. 

A strange coincidence in connection 
with Harrigan’s death is the fact that 
although the body was viewed by a 
number of persons well acquainted 
with him in life, it was not until late 
Saturday morning that his identity 
was established. An inquest was held 
last Monday. 

Harrigan was born in San Fran¬ 
cisco fifty-one years ago. He married 
a daughter of Matthew Nunan, a pio¬ 
neer brewer of tliat city. In addition 
to his widow he leaves a son 15 years 
old. He was well known in this city, 
where he had a large number of 
friends, all of whom will learn with 
regret of iiis untimely death. 


The Inquest. 

The inquest in the case of John J. 
Harrigan, a former newspaper man, 
who was killed at San Carlos Friday 
night, January 26th, resulted in a ver¬ 
dict that the deceased met death by 
being struck by an automobile driven 
by an unknown person. 

The inquest was held Monday night 
at the undertaking parlors of the 
at the undertaking parlors of the 
George W. Schneider Company, San 
Mateo, in charge of Coroner W. A. 
Brooke. The funeral was held at tlie 
same place on Sunday morning. Rev. 
Father Cavanaugh officiating. Inter¬ 
ment was at Holy Cross cemetery.

Edward Armstrong of Itockaway 
Beach has petitioned the superior 
court for letters of administration in 
the estate of Charles A. Ardin, who 
died on the Coastside July 10, 1915. 

Ardin, who was familiarly known 
as “John Miller,” was befriended in 
his old age by Armstrong and his 
wife. Before his deatli tlie old man 
made his will leaving his belongings 
to the Armstrongs. The document 
was written on a piece of writing 
paper and merely stated that he 
wished to leave all his worldly be¬ 
longings to Armstrong and wife on 
account of their extreme kindness to 
him. The worldly belongings at the 
time were thought to consist of a few 
personal effects. Investigation after 
his death disclosed the fact that Ardin 
had close to $4000 pn deposit in the 
German Savings and Loan Bank in 
San Francisco.

The people cannot escape higher 
taxes or higher freight and passenger 
rates if the legislatures pass laws 
placing unnecessary men on the pay¬ 
roll of the public, the railroads or 
any other industry.

AT COST PRICE 

Bethlehem Steel Wi'l Make Of¬ 
fer to (JnclB Sam. 

BIDS ON 16 INCH NAVY SHELLS 


No Chance For Profit In Them Under 
Present Tests, Gracs Says— Possibla 
Explanation of tha Prices Made by an 
English Firm Which Bids Under All 
American Manufacturers. 

Speaking recently before the Terra¬ 
pin Club of Philadelphia, Eugene G. 
Grace, President of the Bethlehem 
Steel Company, said in part: 

In a peculiar sense Bethlehem Steel 
serves the American people. 

For example, though we have been 
able to obtain in Europe almost any 
price, we have adhered, in our charges 
to the United States Government, to 
the basis of prices established before 
the war began. 

We a greed—if the Government would 
abandon its plans for a Federal plant 
to make armor for our Navy at any 
' price the Government itself miffht con¬ 
sider fair. 

Our ordnance plants are at the dis¬ 
posal of the nation at a fair operating 
cost, plus a small margin, thus saving 
the Government investment and de- 
i preciation.

We have not the slightest idea what 
profit there will be in the making of 
these shells. We do not know that 
there will be any.

Best modern method; Mason's touch

One of the special needs of the new 
navy is sixteen-inch guns—guns sixty 
feet long and capable of hurtling a ; 
2000 pound shell with such power and 
accuracy as to hit a 50 foot square tar- ! 
get fifteen miles away. 

We have undertaken voluntarily to 
construct, at n cost of $4,500,000, a j 
plant fitted to build sixteen-inch guns. 

Under no conceivable circumstances 
can orders which we may receive for 
this plant pay even a fair return on 
the investment. 

Considerable comment has been made 
upon the fact that a British manufac- j 
turer recently bid less than American 
manufacturers for sixteen and four-; 
teen-inch shells for the nnvy. 

I am unable to state the basis upon . 
which the English bid was made. It 
should be remembered, however, that 
this bid was for a specific shell, sam¬ 
ples of which are being sent over for 
test—a test not yet made. 

Two years ago we took an order for 
2400 fourteen inch armor-piercing shells 
at a contract price of $708,000, to be 
delivered within a certain time or we 
hud to pay a large penalty. 

The only specifications • for making 
these shells are that they shall be 
1 of a certain size and must pierce 
1 armor-plate at a certain velocity on im- 
i paf .t. it is impossible to foretell the 
exact conditions of the tests. 

Wo lmd made large quantities of shells j 
in the past which had been accepted. | 
But in placing this particular order the 
Department altered the angle at which 
the tested shells must pierce armor 
plate. The result, however, has been 
1 absolute inability on our part to pro- 
1 duce in any quantity, shells which will 
meet these novel tests. In fact, we 
know of no procesw of projectile-mak- 
i ing through which at is possible to pro- j 
I duce in quantities shells which will 
' conform to the requirements. 

The result is that up to now on that 
contract of $ 768 , 000 . we have put into 
actual operating expense $447.SSL. and 
have been penalized for non-delivery 
$495.744.. a total of $943.025., with no 
receipts whatever.
